Last night the Comic Opera of Love in a Village was performed, 
and introduced to the London boards a gentleman, named Wood, in 
the character of Hawthorn. Mr. Wood’s personal appearance is 
much in bis favor; hi» figure is good. and his face handsome. We 
feel it difficult to speak of the probable chance of success as a singer, 
that Mr. Wood is likely to attain ;—last night his voice was evidently 
injured by the agitation natural to his situation ; it is of a fine manly 
character, but wants management—Mr. Wood appears to have a cul- 
tivated and good taste ; he sang ‘ My Dolly is the fairest thing,’ with 
exquisite sweetness and effect, and was rapturously encored ; he was 
not equally successful in ‘‘ We all Jove a pretty girl under the Rose ;” 
he neither succeeded in giving the song or the style with effect, never- 
theless he was encored. Mr. Wood was very favoiably received, and, 
we think, promises well. 

Miss Hughes played Roseféa, or at least sung the songs of the part, 
for attempting to personate the character, appeared with her entirely 
out of the question. Mr. Sapio was, if possible, worse in his aeting, 
and when they were on the stage together the effect was quite ludicrous, 
they both, however, sang with so much power and sweetness that we 
almost forgot their bad acting, yet we would advise them to reform in 
this respect. Mr. Keeley’s Hodge, Mrs. Davenport’s Deborah Wood- 
cock, and Miss Kelly’s Afadge, were in the truest and richest style of 
comic acting ; not so Mr. Farren’s Justice Woodcock, which is quite 
unworthy his general excellence. ‘The Pantomime concluded, and went 
off rather better than at first.—The house was crowded.

He is the inventor of fire-works for Vauxhall 
Gardens ; and, during his preparations, an explosion took place, which 
destroyed his workshops, with the whole apparatus and stock. By 
this lamentable circumstance he is entirely ruined; and a wife and 
eight children reduced to a state of distress more easily imagined than 
described. ‘This unfortunate man, seven years since, was engaged in 
getting up a Pantomime in Spain; and on his route was attacked by 
banditti, and plundered of all the property he then possessed. His 
pitiable case has been promtply taken up in the Theatre by the worthy 
lessee, Mr. Price, the Gentlemen of the Committee, and many of the 
profession; but, without some more efficient aid from the public, we 
need not add, his distress will be but moderated, and certainly in no 
degree corresponding with this severe affliction
